NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

RULING  UNDER  NET  WEIGHT  AND  VOLUME  AMENDMENT. 

Referring  to  the  net-weight  amendment  as  contained  in  the  act  of  July  24,  1919, 
which  construes  the  word  '  'package  "  in  the  original  net-weight  law  to  include  wrapped 
meats  inclosed  in  papers  or  other  materials  as  prepared  by  the  manufacturers  thereof 
for  sale,  the  Solicitor  has  rendered  an  o2)inion  to  the  effect  that  fresh  cuts  of  meat — 
for  example,  whole  carcasses  of  sheep,  quarters  of  beef,  and  fresh  jjork  loins — and 
cured  or  smoked  meats,  inclosed  in  plain  loose  paper  or  in  cloth  sacks  which  are  in 
the  nature  of  mere  temporary  coverings  designed  to  prevent  contamination  while  the 

*  Conducts  slaughtering. 
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meats  are  being  handled  for  transportation,  are  without  the  scope  of  the  amendment 
and  need  not  be  marked  with  the  statement  of  the  net  weight. 

PAY  FOR  OVERTIME  WORK. 

In  accordance  with  a  decision  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  department,  the  instructions 
in  Ser\ice  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  January,  1920,  entitled  '  'Pay  for  over- 
time work  in  unofficial  establishments,"  are  alsoapplicable  to  inspections  at  unofficial 
establishments  of  export  meats  not  packed  in  preservative. 

REFRIGERATION  OF   PORK  OR   ARTICLES   CONTAINING   PORK   FOR  THE   PURPOSE  OF 
DESTROYING  THE  VITALITY  OF  TRICHINA. 

Referring  to  Ser^ice  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  December,  1917,  page  133, 
he  following  supplementary  instructions  shall  be  observed  relative  to  the  refrigera- 
tion of  pork  or  articles  containing  pork  for  not  less  than  20  days  at  a  temperature  not 
higher  than  5°  F.: 

The  pork  or  the  articles  of  which  it  is  an  ingi'edient,  after  chilling  or  preliminary 
freezing,  shall  be  stored  in  freezers  maintained  dm'ing  the  20-day  period  at  a  tempera- 
ture not  higher  than  5°  F.  If  the  meat  is  stored  in  tierces  it  is  necessary  to  make  a 
eiifhcient  allowance  for  time,  namely,  10  days,  for  the  temperature  of  the  meat  in  the 
center  of  the  tierces  to  drop  to  the  requii-ed  temperature;  that  is,  in  such  cases  the 
total  period  of  refrigeration  is  to  be  extended  to  30  days.  If  the  meat  is  arranged  on 
racks  in  layers  not  exceeding  6  inches  in  thickness  or  hung  in  separate  pieces,  or  packed 
in  containers,  such  as  boxes  not  exceeding  6  inches  in  depth,  or  stored  as  frozen  solid 
blocks  after  removal  from  such  containers,  the  20-clay  period  of  refrigeration  need  not 
be  extended.  In  all  such  cases,  however,  it  is  important  that  the  meat  be  stored  in 
a  manner  that  will  insure  a  free  circulation  of  air  among  the  layers,  pieces,  blocks,  or 
boxes  of  meat,  in  order  that  the  temperature  of  the  meat  may  be  reduced  promptly 
to  the  air  temperature  of  the  freezer.  Accordingly,  meat  refrigerated  for  20  days  at 
a  temperature  not  higher  than  5°  F.  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  vitality  of  tri- 
chinae shall  be  stored  loosely  with  air  spaces  among  the  pieces  or  containers,  and  if 
in  large  containers,  such  as  tierces,  the  period  of  refrigeration  shall  be  extended  to 
a  total  of  not  less  than  30  days.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  FISCAL  REGULATIONS. 

TRAVEL  AND  SUBSISTENCE  EXPENSES. 

By  memorandum  No.  309  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  May  4,' 1920,  sections 
(h)  and  (u)  of  paragraph  83  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  are  amended,  effecti\'e  February 
14,  1920,  to  read  as  follows: 

83.  Expenses  not  reimbursable  in  addition  to  per  diem;  expenses  reimbursable. — Em- 
ployees authorized  to  receive  per  diem  allowances  in  lieu  of  subsistence  will  not^be 
reimbursed,  in  addition,  for — 


(h)  Telegrams  reserving  hotel  accommodations.  *  *  *  but,  in  addition  to  the 
per  diem  allowance,  may  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  actually  and  necessarily  incurred 
for — 
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(u)  Other  expenses  of  transportation,  including  telegrams  reser\-ing  Pullman 
accommodations:  Provided,  That  payment  of  any  fee  herein  mentioned  in  any  State  in 
which  payment  of  such  fee  is  prohibited  by  law  \vill  not  be  reimbvirsed.  (See 
Appendix  F.) 

By  memorandum  No.  310  of  the  Secretai'y  of  Agriculture,  dated  and  effective  May  1, 
1920,  section  (o)  of  paragraph  86  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

(o)  An  employee  assigned  to  temporary  duty  in  one  locality  may  be  allowed  usual 
subsistence  expenses  and  street  car  fare  on  official  business  dm'ing  the  entii'e  period  of 
such  employment,  not  to  exceed  60  days  unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized  by 
the  Secretary  in  advance;  but  temporary  absence  from  the  designated  locality  during 
any  part  of  such  period  shall  serve  neither  to  prolong  the  same  nor  to  create  any 
additional  period.  The  time  limit  prescribed  in  this  section  will  not  apply  to  em- 
ployees of  the  department  traveling  in  the  field  and  not  assigned  to  temporary 
headquarters.
